This 
roay not It" w very profound ohi^orvation, 
but It Coii]j)ares favorably witli the jirov- 
•rb that nif^ht brings out the star**, both 
in profundity arid oritjinality. Yester- 
day bailiff a raiuy day in Uua. citv aad 
Its BuburDS, umbrellas swarmed m tba 
streets iind dripped all over ])et)jde ia 
the street cars. Most of these umbrel- 
las were GomparatiTely new, and the 
fact suggests the question r What be- 
comes of old umbrellas? 

There art? at present in this country 
at least twenty-four millions of private 
imib:tdla«, cxcliislvt! of thf '^e remaining 
tmsoid in nianutactories and shops. 
Each uml rt'lia-owDer buys at least one 
new uinbroUa every y< ar, his previous 
one having been sloltn, lost or worn 
out. We thus see that there is an an- 
nual aprarent disnpj earance of twenty- 
four millions of iiiiji^rellas. and the mo» 
ment we fully comprehend this fact we 
)f^rc<'ive thp impoi tai c of t'lr question: 
Vhat becomes of Ihe&e umbrellas? 

We may admft that many of them are 
stolen. Men who woiiul n»'t steal a one- 
cent postage stamp will, loverthekss, 
feel no heritation m seizing upon any 
innbrclla ih:;t is te<npora:'il>' separated 
from its owner and in carryin^f it off 
with triumph. About one-sixth" of the 
title to all unjbieil.'is now in active use 
is probabiy of tbi.- K mi-feIr.n:ous nature. 
There is said to Le a rich umbrella-sell- 
er in this city whose stock coi^ts him ab- 
Roliitcly nothing, s.nce it is collected by 

{>laying upon the consciences of his fel- 
ow-men. He walks along Broadway, 
and when he sees a desirable imibrclla 
he stoLs the man who is carrying it and 
remarks: ••Excuse me, my Yrlend, but 
you have my nnibi cll:t'* At least every 
tourth man thus 6tupi>ed knows that bis 
title to the umbrella in his possession 
will not endure investi^iition, and so he 
hastily sufrenders ihe umbrella, remark- 
ing as he does so: **Iwas looking for 
an owner for it, and intended to send it 
to Police headquarters this afternoon." 
On every ovoi\:ii3t and threatening day 
this ingeniou** collector — who is always 
followed by a hoy with a hand-cart —

Butt conceding that one-sixth of oi^r 
aotive tambrellai arb Wblen or sold f dr 
the second time, there still remain 
eighteen millions of umbrellas whose 
annual disappearance is to be accounted 
for. Let u.s a^.^nme that of this number 
two millions are furnished with new 
covers and a fresh coat of varnish, and 
so re-enter into circ\d:iti<in :is new um- 
brellas. Still there are sixteen, millions 
more which vanish utterly troa the face 
of the earth. 

In the cane of the disappearance ol 
pins — a familiar subject which has oc- 
cupied, for nuiuy years, the attention of 
our st^it'sticians and other scientifio 
persons—it is tiasy to say that their 
small sise enables them to successfully 
eon'*e:il tliein selves. Old tinibrellas 
have nut thitt advantage, ^ext to a 
hoop-skirt, an old nmbrella fs the most 
obtrusive thing in natui'e. Not only 
does it refuse to conceal itself, but it 
attacks everv one who comes within its 
reach, and clings desperately to his legs 
and garments. Its riOK protrude in cul 
directions, like the tentacles of the oc- 
topus, and no amount of force or inge- 
nuity can compress it into asmall space. 
To get rid of an old umbrella will be 
seen, on reflection, to l>e apparently one 
of the most abstniae and diffloult of 
problems. 

It IS well estabH^ed Chat old umbrel* 

las are not kept in houses. The house- 
wife when quesitioued as to what has be- 
come of any given old nmbrella will 
always reply vaguely: *' Oh, it has been 
thrown away." Of course, this cannot 
be understood litei*ally. If sixteen 
millions of old umbrellas were thrown 
into the streiit every year they would be 
blown about iti clouds much thicker 
than the ortfinary city duet eloud, and 
there would not be a hor.se or pedestrian 
in existence who had not sustained in- 
juries froth old umbrella riba When 
the honspwife ** tlirows away " an um- 
brella Lt unquestionably vanishes, but 
Ddiat she calls throwing away** is 
enviously a ])eculiar and m\ sterious act. 

Ha^ty thinkers may assume that old 
umbrellas are cast out into vacant lots, 
where thev aro promptly dinourcd by 
goats. U'iiis ma}" seeiu a plausible 
tneory to any one but a zoologist. The 
latter knows, however, that while the 
goat may bp roughly described as an 
onuiiverous animal he is not umbrol- 
Uveit>us. Undoubtedly goats do eat 
hoop-skirts, and in the ilays when hoop- 
skirts were fashionable, thousands of 
goats were fattened upon them ex- 
clus.velv. The unibndhi \\:\^ so many 
of the churaciensLics ui the hoop-skirt 
that one would natumlly suppose that 
it wouhl temi)t the ujipctity ofp^oals, but 
it is a well-a.scertuined Uict tiiHt for some 
uuexplained reason no goat will touch an 
umbrella, except when suflerin^ from 
starvation. Trof. Tyndall kept a gout 
ffir ieveh days Wtthout^ociL and ofletwil 
him an old umbrella eveij dav, but the 

Sat would not touch it until the seventh 
Tt when* Mnm overcome witl> 



hunger, be ate three" ribil and rart of the 

handle, and died two hours iMtor with 
i&vmptoms closely resembling those pro- 
duced by strychnine. This experiment 
may be re^arletl as conclusive, and we 
must acquit the goiit of all share in 
causing the disappearance of umbrellas. 

To some extent it is pfisslble that old 
umbrellas are used in chf»a|> restaurants, 
the ribs being served upuniler :he name 
of asparagus, but only a very small })rr>- 
poilion of sixteen m llions of umbrellas 
can be annually tised in this way. 
Neither does the occasional use of an 
umbrella as a club by a vigorous female 
reformer have any real bearing upon 
the sff btect There is positively no 
theorv which satisfact'Tily .iccoMiit'^ f^u* 
the disappearance of old umbreliiu!, and 
it is the imperatire duty of scientific 
persons to invent a theory without 
further delay. 

Truly, we live in a world of mystery, 
and no thinking lu .n can look itt h s 
umbrella and a^k himself wliere it will 
go when it is worn out without feeling 
that he stands on the frhore of an ocean 
of unezplqred truths. —uV. Y. Times. 

WMtoBBreHM for Tarteni Oeeaslemi* 

Word comes from acrois the water 

that in Ix)ndon and Paris woolen cos- 
tumes are the fashionable fancy for 
street and promenade; nay* more, that 
they are to be much worn for evening 
toilets also, and that India cashmeres, 
nun^s veilings, etc., will divide favor 
with surahs and satins at bails and at 
fashionable watering-places divdng the 
summer. 

Heading, however, of Lady Bective^s 
patriotic alpacas, sparkling with dia- 
mond ornaments and half- covered with 
lace, it is difficult to see where the 
boasted economy of the new freak comes 
in; nor are Worth ^s dainty dresses in 
cacfiemere di P Tndi trimmed with yards 
upon yards of lace and embroidery a 
whit less expensive than the same i({eas 
oarrled out In soft silk stnA. 

Nevertheless the fact remains tliat 
» many of the prettiest imported suits ol 
the season are of wool, while many 
more are of silk and wool combined, 
and furnish charming models for Amer- 
ican fabrics, almost as pretty and far 
less expensive than the French and 
Eastern goods. 

A very stylish walking dress is of 
small checked summer camel's hair in 
two shades of brown. The skirt is laid 
in box plaits from the hips dowa, a deep 
yoke avoiding all unnecessary fuilncss 
above that point. Under the edge of j 
the box nlaiTs is a narrow side plaiting. 
The bodioe is a pointed basque with 
shirred pieoes down the front forming 
Vs on each side of the buttons. The 
tunic is gathered on to the edge of the 
basque, in iix narrow aidrred puffs, and 
si draped to form panlers and a Louis 
XV. pouf at the back. The sleeves are 
in ooat shape, very tight at the wrists, 
where they are fastened by buttons, and 
ttie long i^oves are worn outaide of 
them. A alMMiktar cmm shirred aroand 
the neck In Mother ffnbbard fashion is 
added to the suit, and may be either 
worn or left off at pleasure. A narrow 
linen band ie worn with the dress, and 
a knot of ribbon at the throat. The 
bnttons are ball-shaped in bronze metal. 

Quito different, and eauaily styHsh, is 
another walking dress of fine oaihmere 
and emboMed velvet. The cashmere 
skMliiaUkedwieh* deep box plaits 
inz, trimmed above the hem with a uand 
otvelvet. Two wide velvet panels are 
OB the sides of the skirt. The overdress 
is a polonaise with paniers on the sides 
and full, draped back in Marguerite 
style. Velvet vest, cuffs nna deep 
round ooUar. SaaU mnd bottone of 
cut ]et. 

Another attractive dress is of black 
cashmere and watered slllt. The tablier 
of this consists of box plaits of oash- 
mere, separated by wide bands of moire. 
The flooBoe at the back of the skirt ie of 
moire, laid in double box plaits. The 
skirt ^rapierT is of cashmere in full loose 
ufb at the naek. The cashmere jacket 
as an old-fashioned waistcoat skirt of 
moire, with deep cuffs and Continental 
collar of moire also, and at the back of 
the jacket is a hu;;^o bow of moird,which 
together with the l ashmere puff gives a 
most bouffant etfect to the back of the 
dress. 

As already said, a great deal of lace is 
used on nua*s veilings, still a verv pretty 
effect is gained by trimming tnera al- 
most entirely with the material. Thus 
the skirtL which is made on a foundation, 
as aU skirts are nowadays, is finished at 
the foot with a side plaiting from two to | 
four inches deep. Above this is a shirred 

Suff which sags down over the plaiting. { 
'he straight strip cut for this puff is ; 
some twelve inches wide. An inch of 
this breadth is taken up in the heips top ! 
and bottom; ttiree inches are devoted i 
to the shirred l>and at top, and the re- ! 
maiuing eight inches forms the six inch 

fluff, the extra two inches in depth giv- 
ng the sagging effect. The front 
breadth and side gores have similar 
puf&ngs above this, in the way up to 
the e<Ige of the basque, and the back 
has a straight full drapery caught in 
loose irresulv loldi* The basqug i3

corded wffh silk on the ed_re, and a frill 
of lace finishes the neck and sleeves, 
knots of ribbon being added at the throat 
and on the cuffs. 

Stripes are very much worn, although 

few dresses are ni de entirely of striped 
materials. The novelty is fancy stripes, 
one plain the other basket woven, ar- 
mure, invisible chf^ck or 'flowered, and 
these are combined with material matob- 
ing the fancy stripe in design. - 

Such dresses may be made either with 
a lon^r-tailed jacket of the stripes, and 
plain skirt with striped knitting, or the 
skirt may be of the striped faoric and 
the overdress plain; it is merely a mat- 
ter of fancy, in making striped fiounces 
they are invariably cut straight, and 
wh^n plaited great cnre is taken to have 
the same stripe come uppermost every 
time. A very pretty effect it produced 
by a wide flounce plaited thus for the 
bottom part, stitched fiat about two- 
thirds of the way up, and the plaits re- 
versed on the upper edge, giving a 
plaited puff which shows the under 
fctripe in irregular patches. 

Velvet it is said will be worn nil snm- 
mer, and a skirt- of black, dark brown 
or navy blue velvet is an eminently safe 
purchase, since it may be worn with a 
varietT oi overskirts. 

Jackets, different from the skirt, con- 
tinue fashionable, and some of the pret- 
tiest imported costumes have jackets of 
brocade or fancy silks over skirts of 
mull or snrah iilic. Foulard jackets in 
many flowered designs will be very 
popular at watering-places, since the 
fasnion is both becoming and economi- 
cal. 

The new colors do not vary nrjch 
from those of last season; all the old fa- 
vorites being still in vogne. 

Green is decidedly prominent both in 
dress goods and mdiinery ; dragon, a 
very dark shade, and lichen green being 
the favorite hues in tbi«. Alexandra 
purple, terra ootta in all its shades, 
army blue, cadet blutf as it is alike 
called, are all high on the list, but 
black still oontinues the standard color 
for all occasions. Ivory white and 
black are in the majority for evening, 
and then very delicate shades of peach, 
pink, blue, terra cotta and the new call- 
cantbns, which is an improvement on . 
the last shade. Twine color, or ficelle, 
is one of the furores of the season ; still 
it suits bat few complexions and is 
hardly pretty, being the color, preciseiv* 
of the twine used for tying packages — ^In 
fact unbleached tow. 

Ttie most ladylike and serviceable 
traveling dresses are made of soft all- 
wool clotlis in light and dark colors, 
plain or in very small checkered and 
striped patterns. The dress is simply 
maoe with a plaited skirt, short draped 
tunic and close-fitting jacket. Small 
toques of the san^ material are very 
stylish with all soch suite, but straw 
hats nkktchiug the dre»9 in oolor are the 
nsual ohoi(*e. An ulster to match the 
dress is a useful addition to the suit in 
oool weather.— Our Oom Hnm U. 



Killed by Eating Strawberries, 



^Uugh Qrifilo, aged twentv months. 
No. SI Morris eti^wT; oanse ot death, an 

excessive indulgence In strawberries," 
was ooe of the oertifKMites filed in the 
Bureao of Vital Statistics yesterdav. 
The circamstanoes surroanding the 
death of little Hugh were paouliar. Hie 
parents were poor people living in a ten- 
ement in one of the filthiest localitiei in 
the city. On Friday afternoon a neigh- 
bor of the Griifin family bought some 
strawberriea, and called little Hnch into 
the room to eat some of tham. He was 
given all he wanted, and, m Dr. F. G. 
aCerrDl eaUU when he wae subsequently 
summoned to attend the child, *'it had 
fairly gorged itaelf." About four o'clock 
p. m. tne child was seized' with convul- 
sions, but it was not until eleven o^clock 
at night that the physician^s services 
were found necessary. was called 
Inst in time to fill out a burial certifi-* 
cate,^** said Dr. Merrill. Convulsions in 
children from eating strawberries or al- 
most any epeolee « frait, the Dv>otor 
»aid, were not uncommon. Much, how- 
sver, depended on the surroundings. 
Although the OrilBn child was healuiy 
ap to the time it ate the strawlierries, 
his surroundings were conducive to dis- 
saee. Theairln the house was foul* 
and the place was tilthy. The only 
thing that oould be done was to admin- 
ister cathartios, but the child wae be- 
7ond the infiuence of such treatment, 
and death ensaed aoon afterward«-*i/«

Warming, lighting and venli'ating 
dwellinpg and pubHc edifices are wortliy 
of careful sMiilv. How ran theso things 
bii clu'ai>ly and eflV^ tuall y done? Tlu'y 
are closely counected With each (»thei\ 
Ventilation is really the most impor- 
tant, and yet it ia more often neirli-eted 
than either of the otliers. The air of 
any toofn or dw^lng may be ventilated 
In so m uiy ways that the Pul;jo "t of 
.^vantilatiou cannot be . ipo )vell uudei^ 
stood by mothers. They are the fcouse- 
physicinr*!. nnd slioiild d > n'! they ean 
to bestow health and comfort on those 
who are committed to thoir charge. 
They shnuld reali/e the fact that vi- 
tiated air is constantly, ,l)y day an l 
Ti^pht, exnded from the tkin, passing 
fiorn the Inn in so large quantities 
that proper ventilation is the cheapest 
way uf tnilaiuiUg a sulljcieut supply of 
Thai air. 

The nmoiint of fffhivia exuding ttifOfk 
the skin is D)uoh greater than most 
persons may suppose; «iid the quantity 
of carbcnio gas that every human be- 
ing daily expires is enormous. And 
.what is of some importance to know 
and consider is that it chiefly consists 
of waste that should not remain with- 
in the limits of tiie skin, nor should it 
be a^ain absorbed, to vitiate the blood 
and tissne^. It is imperative thr»t all 
foul etUuvia from the lungs or skin 
should be constantly passing from the 
system, and be as constantly replaced by 
pure air, that may improve instead of 
impair the health. 

The difficulty in ventilating dwellinp;s, 
to exchaiifre foul air for fi*es1i in «iieh a 
way as to do no harm, is tliat which 
may arise from chilling draughts and 
Hucfden chanpes of temperature. How 
much fresh air must be admitted into a 
living room, for any given number of 
human beinjrs, is a question that de- 
pends for answer on the number of in- 
iBiates, their occupation and state of 
'keanb. It is plain ( TioMprh that the 
f*""^**^- of. vitiated air depeuds upon the 
M&O'lint of respiration and perspiration 
— npon the quantity of waste that exer- 
cise may expel. 

Some scientists, whose experiments 
and observations are worthy of all trust, 
have reported that each person in a 
room should have 1,000 cubic feet of air; 
or a room ten feet square and ten feet 
high. A seho()l-ro(»m forty feet in 
len<jth, ten in height and forty in width, 
must hold 16,0<X) cubic feetof air, or air 
» enough fct starteen persons. Now, many 
^'^*hool-rooms have these dimensions, 
and still contain forty scholars. Tiic 
4UDMlimt of fMSh ait fixity naadsd to pre- 
\ent an undue a(*cnmnlation of waste 
from the skin and luags should be 48.- 
000 cubic feet per hdur. This amount 
of fresh airou^ht to be so admitted into 
the school-room as to prevent harmful 
and unpleasant draughts. Are any of 
our school-rooms so constructed as to 
secure this needed amount of fresh air^* 
have measured several school-rooms 
in Chicago, and have never found that 
they were ao arrangefi as to yield these 
results. Many school-rooms do not ap- 
proximate it. The results ||^eD«raUy are 
that the schools have been m session in 
winter hardly an hour before the win- 
dows must be raised, and draughts of 
chilling air be admitted to etrike the 
heads and shoulders of the inmates. 

Similar remarks may be tmly made 
regarding bed-rooms. Physicians often 
have occasion to observe that the venti- 
lation of sleeping-rooms is still too much 
neglected, even by the respectable and 
cleanly: and when called to visit ser- 
vants in the night, the need of ventila- 
tion is strongly and strikingly illostra- 
ted. The servants are not to blame, or, 
at least, not always. Their beds are 
usually placed in low attics that have 
no means of ventilation, so that, by the 
early- morning hours, if not before the 
oroWlng of onantlolMf, the ai^^ they are 
inhaling i^^ outrageously offensive. Phy- 
sicians ux) often observe, also, that In 
the sleeping rooms of the poor and ig- 
norant hardly 200 cubic feet are allowed 
for the inmates. Ho doubt ignorance of 
the ill results of breathing vitiated air 
is one cause of what we oftp.n smell. 
Every housekeeper should allow the 
Standard spac^ of 1,000 cuImc feejt for 
each pei*son slaapinf within his dw^* 
ing. In two or more previous essays we 
have refen-ed to this subject of ventila- 
tlen of bad-rooms. We, ouvaalres, nav- 
•r retire to rest without first opening a 
window ten to thirty inches, and then 
keep it open until we rise to prepare for 
the duties of the day. 

A cheap and elective way of venti- 
lating a sleeping room is to place a half- 
iDCblMianL six inches wide, below the 
loww sash., Fit it to each shoulder of 
tipa window frame. In this way the 
auter air will pass freely between the 
Upper pai-t of the lower sash and tlie 
lower pai't of the upper sash. If this 
arrangement does not admit fresh air 
enoiign, pull down the upper sash an 
Inch or two, but this is rarely necessary.
